LEOPARDETOWN RACES. 


A CURTAIN-RAISER TO THE 


HORSE SHOW. 

An August in Dublin without a Horse Show is 
like a summer without a ewallow or the play 
without Haniet—there is a something lacking 
for which even the most brilliant sunshine, the 
most fragrant flowers, and the most soothing 
sea breeses fail to make atonement, Of all the 
milictions that Dublin hae suffered since the 
fateful August of 1814 the los of the Horse 
Show was certeinly not the least keenly re- 
gretied by the majority of the citizens or by 
the thousands of visitors, many of them from 
countries far away, who in former years have 
heen aitracted to the city by the great carnival, 
And now, at last, peace bas come again, end 
the Horse Show is being revived im all its old. 
tame glory. That the war hes wrought many 
changes goes without saying, but the horse—the 
splendid central figure of this great revival—is 
not one whit disturbed in popular favour and 
esteem. Men and nations—and eren Empires— 
may misbehave themmelwes, but the horse—as 
the immortal Dean of St. Patrick's demon- 
etrated in one of his most striking satires—is 
above all that sort of thing. Nor have motor 
cars or acroplanes or any other-ingenious devices 
of the human bram &neeeeded in depriving the 
horse of the place he has ever held in the hearts 


of men. 
A CURTAIN-RAISER. 

For many years the August rece meeting al 
Leopardstown has been regarded as a sort of 
informal imaaguration of the social side of the 
Horse Show, and, though the meeting was con- 
tinned during the years of the war, it was shora 
of 1 most brillant attractions by the absence 
of the great [risi> festival to which ii served as 
a curtam-tewer.
